COMMENTS—Enraged at His popularity, 


tho chief priests and ciders asked Christ: 
"By what authority doest Thou these 
things, and who gave Thee this authority!" 
(Matt 21:23.) Partly in answer to this, 
Jesus spolto tho parable of "the wicked 
husbandmen," which forms tho text of our 
lesson for to-day. The householder stands 
for God. T'uo vineyard is Israel, whom 
God choso for his peculiar people, and 
blessed with many peculiar blessings. Tho 
husbandmen arc '.ho spiritual loaders and 
rulers of tho people. The fruit is tho loyal 
service. Israel vowed to God. The servants 
are tho prophets whom God sent to instruct 
and pruido His people into righteousness 
and truo holiness. These prophets wero 
often not received by tho leaders, who in- 
fluenced the people also to reject them. As 
Isaiah said: "IVho hath believed our re- 
port]" The son is Christ Himself. The 
killing of the heir refers to the approaching 
crucifixion of Christ by tho loaders among 
tho Jews. Tho takinc away of tho king- 
dom refers to the abandonment (for a time) 
of tho Jewish people as a nalion. Tlio giv- 
ing it to others sets forth tho preaching of 
the Gospel to tho Gentiles and its accept- 
ance by them. 


God's goodness is manifest now in His 


treatment of us. See, without any merit 
on our pan, Ho offers tho Gospel of the 
grace of God to us without money and with- 
out price. Liko the Jows, wo have had offer 
of God's merry many times. Thero. are 
very fow Christians who Ravo their hearts 
to God tho very first timo they felt Hid 
Spirit calling them, Somo of us waited 
sinfully for many years before wo accepted 
Him. Tho wonder is that Ho did not cut us 
oZ after tho first call. How many times 
would wo invite any one to our ho:nos who 
contemptuously rejected 
tho invitation? 


Yet God called aad called and called before 
we accepted Kia gracious invitation. Does 
not this prove His goodness. Seo again His 
goodness iu that sinco wo have been His 
professed followers Ho has had such 
marvellous patience with us. 
"Was Ho 


good to David and Peter when they 
fell* And has Ho not boon equally good 
to us in our many backslidings? If God 
should cut off every follower of His as 
soon ns ho again fell .into sin, would you or 
I bo hero to-day! Surely wo can say "Good- 
ness and morcy havo followed mo all tho 
days of my lilo." To «ay nothing of tho 
temporal blessings which we enjoy so con- 
tinually, we all have received from Him 
boundless marks of divine goodness. God's 
severity also will bo ono day manifest. Ho 
is unchangeable in his dealings with men. 
First, goodness. Then, if tbey persistently 
and wickedly reject that, comes severity. 
Somo there are jr. our days who cry 
"Peace! peace:" 
But crying "Peace!" 


does not bring peace. God warns men just 
because thero is no peace to them who per- 
sist in sin. 
This parable teaches most 


plainly that when tho end comes, then 
comes judgment. Tho parable of tho ten 
virgins and of tho wiso and foolish builders 
teaches tho same lesson.

Up in • Johnson County, this Territory, 


southeast of tho Bollo Fourcho river, a 
huge body or column of sandstono rises up 
out of the plains and rears its lofty head in 
solitary and deserted jrrundcur arnid a wil- 
derness of desolate "bad lands," liio tho 
desecrated tomb of Absalom in tho Valley 
of tho Jchosaphat, says a correspondent of 
tho St. Louis Gloiie-Drm'.'Crat from Oil City, 
Wy. T. Worn smooth in places and in oth- 
ers out into jagged points and projections 
by the ceaseless action of the winds and 
rains for ages past, it still bares its hoary 
head to the winter snows and summer suns, 
and is a landmark and {juide-post to tho 
weary and lonely coivboy as ho urges his 
tough little bronco across tho country ia 
search of the festive beef steer. 


It is known as "Pumpkin Buttes," and is 


familiar from its closo proximity to what 
is known as tho Burning Mountain of Wyo 
min?. It v;as while sitting around a cheer- 
ful log lire in the cabin of the "U. C." 
ranch, on Horso crecj;, whero I had been, 
overtaken by tho storm ono night during 
the laic severe blizzard which passed all 
through the ^'orthv.'est, blowing its cold 
and chilly breath of death on BO many tin- 
[ortunates, that I llrst hoard the history of 
,h:3 burning; mountain as it was related by 
Mr. lild H. Crapon, a middle-aged man of 
undoubted voracity, who has lived and 
worked amid these mountains for the past 
.en years, and than whom thero is no ono 
jotter versed in their local history and tra- 
ditions. 


This burning mountain is really a coal 


>anl: in which for years and years a firo has 
jcon smoldering, (jiving out, as did tho 
Shochmac to tho Israelites of old during 
Jjeir wanderings in tho wilderness in 
search of thu promised land, a " pillar of 
lire by night and a cloud of smoke by day." 
As it is far remote from any settlement, 
.nd situated in the heart of what is known 
ns tlio " bad lauds," it is but little known to 
any but the cowboys, whoso duty leads 
hem moro frequently through tho wild 
paths of tho unfrequented country than tho 
moro beaten onos of civilisation. 


To one visiting this burning mountain for 
ho first timo, tho country presents a most 
.reary aspect. For a mile or more around 
he several openings the ground is parched 
and baked and bare. 
Great beds of coal 


rop out around this spot, and during tho 
Oreo wind-stonns that frequently rage in 
liis altitude, tho fire, whero it is near tho 
urfaco, is fanned into a terrific blaze, 
vhlch at times leaps high in ihc air, and the 
ight at night when viewed from a distance, 
while weird, is a most beautiful and fasci- 
.ating one. 
For fully half a mile alor.g the edge of too 
oal rceC tho little tongues of fire shoot up 
rom crevices nnd run nloitg the earth, 
wistingnnd turning in all sorts of weird 
nd fantastical shapes, which can only be 
ompared to so many little devils at play 
umping nnd running and scampering 
ithcr and thither, until a stronger gust o: 
f'mri raises a greater sheet, that spreads 
ut its Ucry arms liko Satan himself, on tho 
pproach of which consternation seems to 
iko possession of the smaller imps, ant 
•ith a scamper they all disappear into 
jace. Grotesque and ghcul-hko shadows 
over about tho outer edge, while tho 


mournful dirge of tho wind shrieking 


round and through tho crevices of Pump- 
on Buttcs, tho phantom-like outline of 
•hich can bo seen at intervals, gives to (ho 
hadowsn. sepulchral voice, which reminds 
nc of Dante's "Inferno;" and tho cowboys 
avo 
appropriately 
dubbed 
tho 
placo 


Hadesitte." 


T explanations are giver, as to tho 
of this flro. Some claim that tho 


laeo was struck by lightning, while others, 
mong whom is my informant, say that 
icro is a strange story told by some of tho 
' Indians who stiil hunt through this 


ountry explaining how tho lire originated, 
he Indian legend is that a countless imm- 
cr of scows back, when TVynming was only 
nown and marked on the map as part of 
10 "Groat American Desert," and all the 
mntry west of tho Mississippi was still a 
rgin wilderness, ayoungbravcof the Crow 
ndians called "Littlo-Chief-with-Big-Eagle- 
laws," to named from tho circumstance 
-.at while yet but a boy ho killed an enor 
ous eaglo, tho clows of which ho ever 
Iterwards wore- on a buckskin string 


around his nook, fell dcsperatcty in lovo 
with a beautiful young Indian maiden of tho 
Arapaho tribo, who was known in society 
as 
"Flower-that-Blooms-in-a-Snow-Drift,' 


from tho faet that sho was born lato ia tho 
spring by tho banks of a pretty little stream, 
near which was a-dccp banlc of snoiv with 
ilowers already blooming around tho edge. 
Tho lovers met with much opposition from 
both tribes, which.at that timo wero at war 
with each other. Yet even as it so often 
happens in civilized circles, where n son 
loves tho daughter ol his father's most 
bitter enemy, they persevered and finally 
•wore married, and the Little-Chief-with-Big- 
Eagle-Claws brought his brido borne to rule 
ovor his wigwam. 


But her beauty and tho attention and de- 


votion shown hor by Little Chief—some- 
thing -unusual among Indians—brought 
down on hor tho jealousy and hatred of tho 
other squaws of tho Crow tribe, and to uso 
tho language of tho present day, sho was 
" cut" by tho boa-ton and aristocrats, and 
ostracised from society. 
So Littlo Chief 


put up his tepee somo distance from the 
others, and they lived alone, happy and con- 
tented in each other's love. 


Of this -jnion ono child was born, abright- 


oyod, black-haired little papoose, that was 
the "sunlight and starlight" of their wig- 
wam. But when ho was yet scarcely oua 
year old, the war between the Crows and 
Arapahoes broke out afresh, and Littlo 
Chief went forth with tho other braves to 
do battle. They camped in a little valley on 
tho banks of tho Bello Fourche, and leaving 
tho old men, squaws and children to take 
care of the camp, the younger braves went 
out in search of tho foe whom their scouts 
reported lurking in the surrounding hills. 
In the first skirmish Littlo Chief, who was 
foremost in tho light, was mortally wounded 
and carried of! tho field dead, but tho Ara- 
pahoes were put to flight. 


When the news reached " Flowcr-that- 


Blooms-in-a-Snow-Drift" in her lonely wig- 
wam that night she was distracted. Heart- 
brolien and alone among a strange people, 
and a people, too, against whom her own 
tribe wore waging a. bitter war; the hus- 
band whom sho adored and loved with all 


a'.K's, aim JikoVwouhCcd clc'or, no'pfng only 
to roach the home of her pooplo and tho 
scenes of her happy youth, whero Little 
Chiet wooed and won her, that she might 
lay down by the grave of her forefathers 
and die. 
But coming to this old coal 


bank, under 
the point 
of which the 


winds 
had worn a cave, and 
being 


r,-eary nr-d foot-sore, shs.crawlod into it and 
threw herself on the £roucd. The cry of 
her baby, however, roused her,.aad resolv- 
ing for its sake to Uve, sho wont out and 
gathered ucmo sago brush and built a fire 
In tho cave to keep herself and babe warm. 
And it is supposed, worn out after her long 
nod weary journey, sho lay down to reit 
and foil asleep, during which -the coal took 
fire and the gas suffocated both mothor and 


d, as they ware never seen or heard of 


ijain. A 1'ew days after this some scouts 
=aw the smoke, and thinking It cams from 
tho camp fire cf their enoicy, reconnoitored 
antil thoy foucd tho true, cause-, aad that 
Iro has been burning ovor sinco. 


Such Is tho story of this wonderful "aum- 


faf mountain as told by an old Imliun to Mr, 
Crapon, who from lonj association with 
them can undorststand and tali tho Ara- 
pahoa lanjTuago fluoutly; and such is the- 
jtory as ho told it to me, detachod portions 
3f wliich I havo heard from tho cowboya 
and Indians during tho past throe or four 
yoars; and howovcr much truth thera is hi 
tho portion relating to tho origin of tho flro, 
certain it is that tha Indians hold tha spot 
in great fuar and avoid and shun it, think- 
ing in their superstitious imagination that 
tho ghost-like shadows which nightly hovor 
ind play about tho spot are tho spirits of 
tho lost "Howor-that-Bloornod-in-a-Saow- 
Drift" and tho children of tho little papooso 
that perished with her.
